THE  HISTORY  OF  TATTERSALL’S  CLUE  1858-1983 


''Not  many  people  regard  history  as 
enthralling  reading  matter.  This  is 
mainly  due  to  the  sterile  manner  in 
which  it  was  presented  to  them  at 
school,  a  humourless  recital  of  facts 
and  figures,  dates  and  short  biographies 
of  important  figures.  Any  pleasure 
was  usually  obtained  by  fleshing  out 
these  chronological  skeletons  with 
romantic  conjecturing  by  the  indivi¬ 
dual  reader. 

Great  writers  and  historians  have 
seen  history  in  many  guises,  none  of 
which  are  applicable  to  this  work,  but 
it  is  interesting  to  read  some  of  their 
comments.  Voltaire,  the  revolutionary, 
said  that  history  is  a  portrayal  of  crimes 
and  misfortunes  and  Edward  Gibbon, 
author  of  the  monumental  Decline 
and  Fall  of  the  Roman  Empire,  seemed 
to  agree  when  he  wrote  that  history 
was  little  more  than  a  register  of  the 
crimes,  follies  and  misfortunes  of 
mankind.  Others  saw  history  as  a  more 
personal  matter.  Emerson  thought  that 
possibly  there  was  no  history,  only 
biography  and  Carlyle,  the  great  Scottish 


historian,  concluded  that  the  history 
of  the  world  is  the  biography  of  great 
men.  On  a  somewhat  reduced  level, 
Carlyle  appears  to  have  come  closest 
to  what  I  have  endeavoured  to  portray, 
the  use  of  the  male  gender  being 
particularly  apt. 

However,  there  are  no  overwhelming 
personalities  or  outstanding  events 
which  were  readily  apparent  to  non¬ 
members,  or,  in  many  cases,  to  con¬ 
temporary  members.  Hearsay  and  un¬ 
substantiated  matter  of  any  kind  have 
been  excluded  to  ensure  that  this 
history  is  as  accurate  as  many  hours  of 
research  and  re-writing  can  make  it. 
At  the  same  time  a  strong  narrative 
line  has  been  maintained  throughout 
which,  combined  with  some  two 
hundred  drawings  and  photographs, 
will  bring  a  great  deal  of  pleasure  to 
members  and  their  friends  and  many 
opportunities  for  pleasant  reminiscing 
in  years  to  come. 

The  history  is  divided  into  three 
periods.  The  first,  from  1858  to  1891, 
describes  the  Club's  modest  begin¬ 


nings,  as  a  betting  medium,  in  a  Pitt 
Street  hotel  and  the  gradual  improve¬ 
ment  in  accommodation  and  public 
regard  until  the  decision  was  made  to 
build  the  first  independent  premises 
at  204  Pitt  Street.  This  building  has 
recently  been  acquired  by  City  Tatter- 
sail's  and  incorporated  into  their  ex¬ 
tended  premises. 

The  second  period  covers  the  years 
from  1891,  when  the  new  premises 
were  occupied,  to  1927,  when  it  was 
decided  to  move  to  Elizabeth  Street. 

The  third  period  brings  the  story  up 
to  1983,  the  125th  anniversary  of  the 
Club's  foundation. 

The  book  contains  a  wealth  of  infor¬ 
mation  which  should  appeal  to  members 
and  non-members  alike  and,  with  only 
3,000  copies  being  printed,  demand  is 
expected  to  be  heavy. 

A  special  collector's  edition  will  also 
be  published  and  will  be  for  sale  at  a 
price  in  keeping  with  its  superior 
quality."

The  success  of  two  weeks'  skiing  in 
America  earlier  this  year  by  some 
Tattersall's  skiers,  has  tempted  them 
to  again  plan  to  visit  Aspen  in  February

being  offered  the  best  value  appear  to 
be  with  David  Withers  of  Travel  Plan 
or  Steins,  both  of  whom  are  widely 
experienced  in  arranging  overseas  ski 
vacations. 


The  New  South  Wales  Government 
has  announced  its  decision  to  com¬ 
mence  work  on  construction  of  the 
"ski  tube"  to  operate  from  below 
Thredbo  to  Perisher  Village  with  pro¬ 
vision  for  extension  to  the  Blue  Cow 
resort  if  and  when  it  is  developed. 

The  ski  tube,  which  is  planned  to 
operate  in  1986,  is  still  a  very  contro¬ 
versial  topic  with  skiers  and  ski  groups; 
some  see  it  as  making  an  already- 
expensive  sport  even  more  so,  while 
others  consider  it  the  answer  to  the 
serious  traffic  congestion  on  the  road 
into  Perisher  and  Smiggins.  Whatever 
the  view  held,  work  has  already  com¬ 
menced  at  the  Thredbo  Valley  end  of 
the  scheme. 

The  committee  of  Tattersall's  Ski 
Club  wish  to  thank  members  for  their 
support  during  1984  and  also  thank  the 
committees  of  Roslyn  and  Wirruna  for 
again  making  their  lodge  facilities  avail¬ 
able  to  us.  We  also  thank  the  office 
staff  of  the  Club  for  their  help  through¬ 
out  the  year.

HARRY  TURNER 

IS  VERY  FIT 

He  quotes  Dr  David  Callanan  from 
the  Cumberland  College  of  Health  and 
Sciences: 

'Titness  is  a  measurement  of  a  person's 
capacity  to  pump  oxygen  around  the 
body." 

For  members'  information  here  is  a 
run-down  on  Harry. 

Harry  Turner;  42, 182  cm,  71.5  kg, 
married  with  a  13  year-old  daughter,  is 
a  self-employed  accountant  and  tri¬ 
athlete.  He  won  an  Australian  butterfly 
championship  in  1957.  After  a  12-year 
lapse  he  resumed  swimming  in  1976, 
and  running  and  bicycle  riding  in 
1979/80. 

The  triathlon  consists  of  a  3.8  km 
swim,  a  179  km  bicycle  ride  and  then  a 
42  km  marathon,  done  consecutively. 

"I  train  25  to  30  hours  a  week, 
around  four  hours  a  day,"  Harry  said. 
"I  do  about  100  km  of  running,  400  km 
of  bike  riding  and  13  or  14  km  of 
swimming.  There  wouldn't  be  many 
people  fitter. 

"I  stopped  eating  red  meat  in  April 
1983. 1  eat  fish  about  once  a  week  and  1 
occasionally  eat  chicken.  My  weight's 
fairly  constant." 

Harry  smoked  for  a  couple  of  years 
but  stopped  in  1967.  He  has  an  occasional 
drink,  but  he  did  not  drink  while  he 
was  preparing  for  the  triathlon. 

Comments  (from  the  Cumberland 
College): 

Harry  is  hardly  a  typical  middle- 
aged  Australian.  His  profile  is  out¬ 
standing  in  all  aspects.  He  has  an 
outstanding  VO2  maximum  and  tre¬ 
mendous  recovery  and  ventilatory 
efficiency.  Harry's  commitment  and 
involvement  is  beyond  that  recom¬ 
mended  for  the  average  Australian.  He 
has  a  history  of  high- intensity  training 
and  outstanding  general  potential. 
These  standards  are  unrealistic  goals 
for  most  people,  particularly  in  the  40- 
plus  age  group.

"Probably  the  best  indication  of  fit¬ 


ness  is  VO2  which  is  the  number  of 
millilitres  of  oxygen  which  can  be 
consumed  by  every  kilogram  of  body 
weight  in  every  minute  of  maximum 
exercise.  To  a  large  extent,  VO2  is 
genetically  determined,  but  it  also  re¬ 
flects  your  level  of  fitness,  as  it  gives  a 
combined  measurement  of  the  efficiency 
of  your  heart,  lungs  and  muscular 
system  to  deliver  and  use  oxygen." 

He  went  on  to  say:  "The  average  VO2 
maximum  for  a  man  between  20  and 
30  who  takes  some  exercise  is  35  to  45; 
for  a  woman  of  the  same  age  the  figure 
is  30  to  38  (overall,  women's  values  are 
20  per  cent  lower  than  men's).  For  this 
test  the  subject  walks  (or  runs)  on  a 
treadmill  initially  on  a  slope  of  10  per 
cent  at  a  speed  of  2.7  km/h  and  increas¬ 
ing  every  two  minutes  until  the  gradient 
is  22  per  cent  and  the  speed  9.6  km/h 
after  14  minutes  or  until  individual 
maximum  capacity  is  reached.  The 
best  most  people  can  achieve  on  the 
treadmill  is  nine  to  9V2  minutes.
